TROOPS AT THE FAIR. 


Why the Prizes For the Best Drilled 
Company Were Withdrawn—Vissat- 
isfaction in Carson. 

The Carson papers of yesterday ex- 
pressed great indignation because the 
Trustees of the Agricultural Siet; 
had, as they expressed it, “withdraw: 
the prize put up for the best drille: 
military compauy. The Carson pa- 
pers are aggrieved because the Carson 
military companies have been drilling 
all summer, and were cvofident of 


victory. 


The Carson papers are mistaken in 
this matter. The Trustees of the So- 
ciety are not to blame. The first 
proposition to give a prize for the best 
drilled military company came from 
C. C. Stevenson of Gold Hill. He 
authorized the Suciety to offer a spec- 
ial premium for that purpose, of $100, 
as referred to in a letter from him 
under date of Sept. 21, of which the 
material portien reads as follows: 

„I will attend the Fair, and will 
put up the $100 coin as a special pre- 
mium for the best drilled military 
company, tf there is competition.” 

In addition to the special premium 
of $100 offered by Mr. Steveuson, the 
Society agreed te vive $150. It was 
hoped the military parade would 
make one of the pleasing features of 
the Fair, until a few days age the 
Trustees received the following letter: 

Va. City, Sept 20, 1880. 
I am compeiled to report being un- 
abie to prucure six teams of ten each 
tu contest fur the prizes so generously 
Offered by you. As your offer was 
the best made this year, I was 
confident it would be accepted, but as 
only three compunies appeared willing 
to send teams, pe uaable to comply 
with the terms agreed upon, and in- 
formed the companies that I vculd 
report the facts, and decline your 
offer. F. C. Lorp. 
As the withdrawal of the “‘omstock 
companies left the Carson company 
the only competitor, the Trustees had 
no option in the matter. Mr. Steven- 
gon’s special premium was offered 
with the express condition “if there 
be competition.” The Trustees offered 
their premiom of $150 on the same 
terms as Mr. Stevenson’s prize. 
The Trustees will hold a special 
meeting this evening and see what can 
be done in the matter. They are 
anxious to d» justice to all parties, 
and will do what is right.
